Site rasabership reviewed the activities of the Subcommittee 
cat Agriculture a nd agreed ummiiaouely not only that the Subcommittee 
be retained but also that its activities be expanded . The {Subcom- 
mittee has proposed that a weekly exchange be made of current work 
either scheduled or un d er way In each department or agency and that 
such lists be exchanged weekly- It is also expected tint the member- 
ship will be expanded to Include an expert on fisheries from the 
Department of the Interior, It has been informally agreed that the 
Subcommittee on general Econoale Analysis will expand its activities, 
oa a trial basis for one year, in order to provide a forum for the 
exchange of views and information on current developments on economic 
policy in Coaasuaiet countries* Uhls subject had originally been 
proposed by the Department of State member to be the business of the 
asm Subcommittee on Economic Policy* Since the membership of the 
general Economic Analysis Subcommittee would be virtually identical 
with that of the proposed Subcommittee on Economic Policy It was 
rc ca afl e aad ad that the responsibility for economic policy be incorpo- 
rated within Idas very broad terms of reference which the General 
Economic Analysis Subcommittee already has* Finally, tee Working 
Group on Aid sad Trade Activities of Cotamraiet Countries in less 
Developed Areas of tea Free World will remain e working group rather 
thin be smde a subcommittee as had been proposed by the Department 
of te# Army member, Shis working group is unique became it is 
charged with a specific production responsibility unlike any subcom- 
mittee* However, the EEC directed this working group to revise its 
terras of reference, which are now tea years old, to aore accurately 
describe its subject setter scope, functions, organisation and 
procedures. It is anticipated that all of the changes recommended 
in tele paragraph will be approved by the membership and become a 
part of the revised terms of reference within the next six weeks. 

k. Subcommittee on Petroleum . 

Still remaining to be decided is the position of the Sub- 
committee on Petroleum. At its last meeting, there was a split in 
tee membership with seme voting for Its abolishment and sane re- 
questing teat a different terras of reference be developed. Further 
discussion on the future of this subcommittee is scheduled for tee 
EEC meeting on 22 April, but no quick resolution is anticipated* 
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5. The terms of reference of the EC, the Air Force member 
believes, are somewhat out of date end should he revised. The 
Tsadartigaed does not believe that it le either adviseafele or neccs- 
a»y at this time to clarify the primary research responsibilities 
set e«t In DCID 3/l eud has so advised the Membership. Severer, 

the subject has not been closed out and future discussion is scheduled 
fear the EC Meeting of 22 April. The Air Force member also believes 
that it wou ld be advieeatle to form a new eubcoaaittee to monitor 
the uses of economic intelligence in planning, particularly military 
planning. The objective would be to insure that the reporting of the 
reliability and Validity of cost data css foreign military expenditures 
( particular}* those of the USSR) is adequate and that the methodology 
aeet consumer needs, it is the opinion of the undersigned that such 
a segwemeittee would be inappropriate and the matter has been, re- 
ferred to the USER Ad Efoc Forking Group on Soviet Military ISxpendituree 
for the ESP. Since the chairman of this working group is 111, an 
early resolution is not expected. 

6, Should all of the current actions be consummated, the EC 
would be left with seven active subcommittees as follows: Agriculture, 
Electronics & Telecommunications, General Economic Analysis, Inter- 
national Trade 8s Finance, Petroleum, Shipbuilding, and Transportation. 
Additionally there would be one working group on the Aid & Trade 
Activities of Communist Countries in less Developed Areas of the Free 
World. The resulting structure would leave the Economic intelligence 
Committee with eight supporting organizations. This is believed 
adequate to carry out the coordination activities required La DCID 3/l* 

If all of this meets with your approval I shall continue the present 
course of action until the few remaining adjustments have been completed. 
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
